When he left the 
United States his weight was 152 
pounds and when he embarked to 
return home he weighed 98 pounds.

■Washington, March 28.—Tho news of 
Aguinaldo’* capture by General Funs­ 
ton is received everywhere in official 
circles w ith intense satisfaction, but 
perhaps no where did it create more sat­ 
isfaction than at the W hite House. Tile 
first, official news to reach tho executive 
n ia n A ^ was 
General 
M acA rthur’* 
di.sfmttm announcing the capture which 
came about midnight. W ednesday night, 
and then came Admiral ilem ey’s cable­ 
gram and the press dispatches. 
It has beeu the opinion of m ilitary 
authorities for a long time that Agui­ 
naldo was doing more than all the Other 
agencies combined to keep the rebellion 
in the Philippines alive and every ener­ 
gy was directed to compass his capture. 
It is rather a remarkable tribute to tho 
daring aud resourcefulness of Funston 
that tong before he made the attem pt 
he was selected by the authorities here 
as the officer who m ight accomplish it. 
It was the intention of Funston some 
time ago to return to tho United S ta tes , 
but by the direction of the war depart­ 
m ent he was detained in the Philip 
pines in the hope of just such a con­ 
tingency as did arise and should give 
him an opportunity to test his prowess. 
Both the president aud tho war de­ 
partm ent was fully informed of the trap 
laid to capture the insurgent chief ami 
the result of the expedition has beeu 
anxiously awaited for several days 
Several interesting and indeed vital 
question* are raised by A guinaldo^ cap­ 
ture. 
If the insurrection now collapses, 
as it is hoped, it may not be necessary 
to enlist the full strength of the army 
provided for in tie* reorganization bill 
There also is the question of the dispo­ 
sition to be made of the insurgent chief. 
But it is too early yet for the authori­ 
ties to decide these quest ions. 
There is also much speculation as to 
the rew ard which Funston may receive 
for his work. 
It is considered not im ­ 
probable th at his rew ard will btl a com­ 
mission in the regular establishm ent. 
Secretary Long said he presumed Ag­ 
uinaldo would be held as a prisoner of 
■war. 
•■What will be done to him ?” Mr. 
Long was asked. 
" I t is a little early to say,” responded 
the secretary, and then after a pause he 
added smilingly: 
"I should say he 
should be spanked w ith a shingle.” 
It was suggested to the secretary that 
as a prisoner of war 
who rebelled 
against the authorities of lho U nited 
States it m ight be incum bent under 
m ilitary procedure to deal w ith Aguin­ 
aldo by those rigorous steps usual to 
w arfare. 
But Secretary Long shook his 
head and rem arked th at was hardly the 
way we are in the habit of doing things. 
He was more inclined to his first view 
that the noted prisoner should be "w ell 
gpauked.” 
This idea as to the treatm ent to be 
accorded Aguinaldo seems to bo m ost 
generally accepted among the officials 
and while the suggestion of spanking 
is used in a figurative sense there is no 
suggestion in any quarter that, he will 
meet w ith such rigorous punishm ent as 
at times has been adm inistered to the 
archhead of an insurrection. 
Particular in the war departm ent did 
the capture of Aguinaldo cause discus­ 
sion among the officials. 
As to the dis­ 
position to be made of the prisoner some 
arm y officers expressed the opinion it 
would prove troublesome. 
Secretary 
Root said he remembered the capture 
of Jefferson Davis, also the arrest of 
W illiam M. Tweed, both of whom em ­ 
barrassed the authorities. 
The secre­ 
tary desired further advices from Gen. 
M acArthur before discussing the m atter 
in great detail. 
He would say little or 
nothing about tho disposition of A guin­ 
aldo further than th at he be treated the 
same as high officers of insurgents who 
have been taken by Americans in the 
prosecution of war. 
Army officials who have been in the 
Philippines discussed the m ilitary-judi­ 
cial features of the case 
It was point- j 
edout th at Aguinaldo could be held as a 
prisoner of war unti' the close of the 
war. 
Another phase of the question re­ 
lating to the proclamation and orders 
of Aguinaldo tending to secure the as­ 
sassination and massacre of Americans, 
Europeans and friendly Filipinos w ith­ 
out regard to their activity in the prose­ 
cution of war on the insurgents was dis­ 
cussed. 
It was said that in case these 
proclamations 
aud 
orders 
could be 
proved, Aguinaldo would be subject to 
trial by a m ilitary commission for viola­ 
tion of the rules of war and he could 
not claim im m unity under the ordinary 
conduct of war.

Russia’* fleet available at present for 
service against Japan includes some 
large ships, but her battleships are 
smaller and older than those of Japan. 
Japan** list includes about all her navy, 
the fleet being stationed at home for the 
most part, the cruises of vessels tieing 
chiefly for practice and in waters with 
which it is desired to acquire great fa­ 
miliarity. 
Besides being much heavie 
than the Russian battleships, those ol 
Japan are of later construction aud are 
much more heavily batteried. 
A com 
parison of the weight of projectiles to 
be thrown by tho respective 
fleets, 
would, it is said, show great superiori­ 
ty in the fleet of Japau, 
As to the outcome of a naval conflict 
between Russia and Japan naval officers 
hesitate to predict. 
Russia has bad uo 
recent naval experience worth mention­ 
ing. 
Japan’s war w ith China proved 
her to be more superior thau China and 
a conflict with Russia would prove 
nothing of tho fighting ability of the 
two nations. 
While Jap an ’s prestige it* 
great and would nerve the navy to a 
desperate conflict w ith 
Russia, naval 
officers say th at Japan cannot alway* 
expect to win, and t hat JudUpBeut must 
be deferred until it is seen how *ho bas 
beeu subjected to a few drubbings.

There are now about 65,000 troops in 
the Philippines and China and the orig­ 
inal plan was to m aintain an arm y of 
00,000 men in £the Philippines until a 
stable governm ent has been established, 
replacing the volunteers, 
numbering 
about 25,000, w ith regulars to an extent 
sufficient to keep up all existing garri­ 
sons throughout the archipelago, hut it 
has beeu found impracticable to do so 
under existing conditions w ithin the 
short tim e intervening before July I. 
when the entire volunteer arm y must 
be disbanded. 
The failure of the plau is due to the 
lack of officers in this country to organ­ 
ize the new arrangem ents authorized by 
congress aud not so much to tho diffi­ 
culty of recruitiug.
